Wilmington High School 
was opened as a shelter for 
stranded persons on 
Monday and ‘Tuesday 
nights. On Monday night, 
there were about 40 per- 
sons at the school. 

Many stranded motorists 
near Route 125 headed for 
the only house in sight, the 
Evans farmhouse. Bob and 
Betty Jane Evans found 
themselves as hosts to as 
many as 100 people. Some 
would come in, warm up, 
and go. Others would stay 
for a while. Betty Jane 
even cooked breakfast for 
many, many people — 
nobody was counting, but 
it was at least 25, maybe as 
many as 50. There were 
plenty of eggs and bacon, 
as they ran a poultry farm.

According to Wahlberg the 
heartfelt and tragic story 
calls attention to the opioid 
crisis and its impact on fam- 
ilies and individuals, while 
also stressing the impor- 
tance of finding a solution to 
the growing problem. 

Representatives Miceli and 
Cullinane were the driving 


forces in arranging a

The film was first screened 
at Tewksbury High School in

“I remember the grand 
opening of the film at 
Tewksbury High School, 
where segments of the film 
were shot” said 
Representative Miceli.

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Senate passes public reform legislation

? . Dnt Tuesday, the 
Massachusetts State Senate 
unanimously passed legisla- 
tion reforming how the state 
handles public records. 

The legislation, originally 
sponsored by Sen. Jason 
Lewis, would be the first 
update to the state’s public 
records law since the early 
1970s. 

“Today’s unanimous vote of 
the Senate finally puts some 
teeth into Massachusetts’ 
public records law,” said

Sen. Barbara LiItalien, D- 
Andover, whose district also 
indludes Lawrence, 
Tewksbury and Dracut. “I 
Was’ proud to stand with my 
cblleagues in passing our 
billto make public docu- 
ments more accessible to 
the public and reform our 
public records law, which is 
widely considered to be one 
of} the weakest in the 
nation.” 

The. Senate bill now heads 
to a conference committee 
to be reconciled with the

records. The bill requires 
attorney fees to be awarded, 
except in certain defined sit- 
uations. 

“There have been too many 
examples of agencies and 
municipal officials openly 
flaunting the law by telling 
reporters and other citizens 
that they don’t have to pro- 
vide public documents 
because there are no conse- 
quences for noncompliance,” 
Sen. LiItalien said. “And I’ve 
heard too many stories 
about officials charging 
exorbitant fees for produc- 
ing copies of public docu- 
ments -- thousands of dollars 
and more in some high-pro- 
file examples.” 

Under the Senate legisla- 
tion, each state agency and 
municipality is required to 
appoint at least one public 
records access officer to 
serve as the point of contact 


for all public records 
requests and coordinate a 
timely and thorough 
response. The public 


records officer does not 
have to be a new employee. 

The Senate bill limits the 
amount that state agencies 
and municipalities can 
charge for production of the 
records. The limits are set 
at 5 cents per page for 
copies, down from 20 to 50 
cents per page under cur- 
rent law, and the cost of a 
storage device. The bill 
requires state agencies to 
provide four free hours of 
employee time and two free 
hours for municipalities. 
Charges for requests that 
require more time are limit- 
ed to $25 per hour. 

The Senate bill prohibits 
charging for records if the 
agency or municipality does 
not provide the record with- 
in 15 days of the request or 
does not respond to the 
requestor within ten days. It 
also requires punitive dam- 
ages up to $5,000 if a court 
determines the government 
entity did not act in good 
faith. 

Finally, the bill requires 
state entities and encour- 
ages municipalities to post 
online many commonly 
requested public records. In 
addition, records are 
required to be provided in 
electronic format unless 
requested otherwise. 


the building after the 
screening, myself included.

3. In case of outages, be sure to check on 
elderly friends, neighbors and family who 
may need assistance. (National Grid) 


4. Remember to dig out fire hydrants and 
storm drains. (Mass.gov) 


5. If you are plan on driving, leave extra 
time for several reasons: you must thorough- 
ly remove all snow from your vehicle before 
you take it on the road, not just a grapefruit- 
sized hole in the windshield to peer through. 
Failure to do so is not only against the. law, 
but will earn you the utter contempt of other 
drivers, especially the ones who get the snow 
on your roof deposited on their car when you 
hit the brakes.

10.Clear 1’ around your house exhaust 
vents & car tailpipe to avoid carbon monox- 
ide (CO) poisoning. CO is odorless and can 
kill you (MEMA) 


11.Salt and other chemicals used to melt 
ice and snow can harm your pet’s feet. 
Gently rub the bottom of your pet’s paws 
with a damp towel to remove these irritants 
after a walk, or buy dog boots to prevent 
paw irritation during winter weather. You 
should also look for signs that your pet’s feet 
are uncomfortably cold, which could include 
them frequently lifting up their paws, whin- 
ing, or stopping. (Mass.gov) 


12.Keep Pets Indoors When Possible. If it’s 
too cold for you; it’s probably too cold for 
your pets. Don’t keep your pets outdoors for 
long periods of time during very cold weath- 
er. Short-coated dogs may need a coat or 
sweater during walks. 


13.Prepare your vehicle for snow. Check 
tire wear and vehicle fluid levels, keep gas 
tank at least half full, and assemble a winter 
emergency car kit. (mass.gov) 


14.Take breaks when shoveling snow. 
Overexertion can bring on heart attacks. 
(mass.gov) 


15.Call 9-1-1 if you see a homeless person in 
need during a snow storm. (mass.gov)

grant to combat underage drinking 


The Tewksbury Police 
Department was recently 
awarded a $5,000 grant to 
combat underage drinking. 
The Executive Office of 
Public: Safety and Security’s 
Highway Safety Division 
@60PR8S/HSD) and the 
Natidnal Highway Traffic 
Safety: Administration 
(NHTSA) is providing 
$490;960.53 in funding to 729 
Massachusetts communities) 
Ot! aszompetitive basis with 
awards ranging from $2,000 
to $15,000. 

Whether you are underage, 
plan to sell to a minor, or 
buy alcohol for a minor, this 
funding promotes our effort 
to diligently enforce the laws 
against underage drinking. 
The grants will fund a vari- 
oh law enforcement ini- 
ti thy vés including compli- 
ance ¢hecks, reverse stings, 
retail surveillance patrols, 
and party patrols. Through 
a combination of these ini- 
tiatives, the Tewksbury 
Police Department will 
enforce a zero-tolerance pol- 
icy on minors who seek to 
circumvent the law and 
those people and businesses 
that enable them. 

Over-the past three years, 
activities under this grant 
have resulted in 917 youth 


citations and 377 arrests. 
Citations were also issued to 
574 adults, and 249 adult 
arrests were made across 
the Commonwealth. 

Although much progress 
has been made in the last 
two decades, alcohol-related 
crashes are all too common 
among young people. 

According to NHTSA, in 
2013, 29 percent of young 
drivers 15 to 20 years old 
who were killed in’ crashes 
had blood alcohol concentra- 
tions (BACs) of .01 or high- 
er. Of those young drivers 
who had tested positive for 
alcohol, 82% of them had 
BACs of (08 or higher. 
Compounding the problem, 
drivers are also less likely to 
use restraints when they 
have been drinking. NHTSA 
estimates that minimum 
drinking-age laws (21 years 
old) have saved 29,834 lives 
nationwide since 1975. 

Teens and parents need to 
be reminded that underage 
drinking is not a game. It’s 
deadly serious. Parents need 
to know that hosting a party 
where alcohol is served to 
minors is illegal and 
extremely dangerous for 
young people and the entire 
community. Parents should 
also know they will face all

{| Massachusetts also has provisions in place 
to. protect animals and allows for restrain- 
ing orders to cover companion animals in 
domestic violence cases. Massachusetts is 
how the 23rd state to specifically allow pets 
to be included in abuse prevention orders. 

The new law requires all animal control 
officers to receive formal training. They are 
often the first responders to dangerous and 
difficult animal incidents, including dog 
bites, wildlife conflicts, reports of suspected 
animal cruelty, and the handling of exotic 
pet escapees. Training enables ACOs to be 
more effective at protecting themselves, 
animals, and the public. 

In -addition, the law created a new 
statewide program to encourage owners to 
spay/neuter their pets, which will help 
reduce the number of unwanted litters, low- 
ering the cost to cities and towns for hous- 
ing homeless animals. 

' ACOs are also trained in how to increase 
dog-licensing compliance. 

When asked about his background with 
animal control, Sullivan told the Crier, “I’ve 


worked for the Town a long time, and know 
a lot of people, and the streets of 
Wilmington.” Sullivan added that he has 
taken a lot of calls related to animal control 
over the years. 

Sullivan is scheduled to take part in the 
Animal Control Officer Certification 
Academy, an intensive 12-week program 
provided by the Animal Control Officers 
Association of Massachusetts (ACOAM) to 
further learn the tools of the trade. 

Other issues such as bats and other wild 
animals were presented to Sullivan. He told 
the Crier, “I will go to the house, and I will 
make an effort [to remediate the problem],” 
adding, “If I can’t get it done, I will give 
them another avenue to go to. I will give 
them a few different phone numbers and 
different agencies that they can try. At least 
I'll make an effort, that’s my job,” and 
joked, “I’m not quite trained how to catch a 
bat, but I’ll give it a go.” 

Sullivan has already had two calls report-

What about coyotes? Wilmington has had 
its share of coyotes over the years, but late- 
ly, the sightings have been a bit more fre- 
quent. 

Resident David Colleameno of Biggar 
Avenue set up a camera, and has several 
times captured photos of a coyote, some- 
times two, in his back yard. “I get them a 
lot,” said Colleameno, “The last few weeks 
it’s been every other night.” 

Colleameno lives off of Salem Street near 
the train tracks and the new apartment 
complex being built adjacent to the tracks. 
“There are some wetlands behind my 
house,” said Colleameno. 

“As long as I’ve been dispatching, we’ve 
had coyote sightings. I talked to Fisheries 
and Wildlife the other day, because I wanted 
to get some updates for our website. I 
specifically asked about coyotes.”

“Fisheries and Wildlife told me it is good 
for residents to be aggressive, make noise 
and spray a hose at [the coyotes], but not to 
get up close to them. Just get them out of 
the way,” said Sullivan. : 

“We get calls on coyotes all the time, and” 
we’ve never had anybody bitten by a coyote, 
I believe, and we’ve never had to put a coy- 
ote down,” said Sullivan. 

Sullivan informed the Crier that within the 
next couple of weeks, to help residents more 
easily communicate issues and to see 
what’s going on, Animal Control will be put- 
ting up a Facebook and Twitter page with 
the help of Police Officer Matt Stavro. 

“I’m kind of excited to serve the citizens 
the residents in a different capacity. It’s_a7 
challenge, but I like it so far, and the town! 
has been great,” said Sullivan.

Among the alterations 
made by Hooper and his 
team were a new railing 
for the back entrance and 
a kitchen area for the 
staff. 

“George [Hooper] is very 
invested in the town,” Hull 
said. “To the extent that he 
can work things through, 
it’s a bit of being a 
MacGuyver when it comes 
to the Roman House. It’s a 
tough building.” 

The Roman House has 
few fans among the school 
administration due to its 
cramped spaces and the 
numerous health and safe- 
ty concerns posed by the 
aged building. Attempts to 
create new administrative 
offices as part of the new 
Wilmington High School 
project were shot down by 
the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority 
(MSBA), the state agency 
that oversees school build- 
ing construction, as the 
state views education and 
administrative branches 
as being separate entities. 

The need for new offices 
would necessitate a new 
construction project, 
which Kane estimated in 
September might cost 
upwards of $2 million. 

Because the Roman 
House is town property, the 
school committee does not 
have final say on what will 
become of it. As of this 
report, the Wilmington 
school committee has not 
had a formal discussion or 
vote on the Roman House. 

The future of the Roman 
House will largely depend 
on the results shown in the 
Facilities Master Plan. 
Voted into action in May of 
2015, the facilities plan will 
see a task force reviewing 
all of the municipal build- 
ings in Wilmington and
